E it enacted by the Governor, Council, and Repreſentatives, in Genera 

Court aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That all the Inhabi. 
ants being Freemen of this State, and dwelling in ſaid Middletown, within 
the following Limits, viz. Beginning at the Mouth of the Little River, q 
Ferry-River, thence in a northeaſt Line to the eaſt Side of Connecticut Ri.

weſterly as the ſaid Creek runs to Warwick's Bridge, thence Welt to the 
Little River, including the Dwelling-Houſe of Return Fqnathan Mig, 
thence northerly and eaſterly down the Little River as the ſame runs tothe 
firſt boundary, including the Waters of the ſaid Little River, Sumner;
